There ar« BOW aboat three ^ 
hundred and fifty soldiers encamped on 
the Cheyenne river. The usual routine 
of their lives is made less monotonoua 
by dally visiu from about four hundred 
Indians who are eneampad la tkair vi- 
cinity. TkerodaklBagetaroandatra- 
veille and keep tha aoldlan busy iratrb- 
Ing them to aae that they do n,>t steal a 
tont, hone, cooking store, one of the 
oMoers or some other little thing until 
retreat Is sounded at night In spite 
ot ail vigllanoe, bowerer, a gioat asaaj 
articles ot mosa OT laM valaa dtanaar 

every day. 

The Indians appear friendly and fear 
of an outbreak has alnuoi subsided. 
When the troops flrbt arrived on the 
gronal thars waa mueh r aaana tor ap- 
prebenslon. and indeed one oflleer ask- 
ing tor two rompanies of infantry, inti- 
mated that tie wdLiM at eiice inarel:

Zulu Harases. 

I have rerenlly hnj a very interesting 
nterview with an English gentlemsn 
who was preaent In iSnlnland at the 
line ot tho death ot the Prince Im- 
lerial. and who knew tho young gentle- 
nan vu ll. iiesides Ill-ill;,' personally ac- 
|iialiit,sl with all tho details of tlio 
ai.astroplie. lie was not much impress. 
d by the character and manners uf tho 
ill-fated Prince himself, deacrihlng bim 
to me as s very full-fledged specimen of 
the most obnoxious typo of a faat young 
Parisian society man. Ilealdes whieh. 
ho was [HissesHod with an overwhelming 
Idea of ills own Importance, and Insisted 
ain ays on taking the command ot every 
expedition in which he was Included. 

The fatal fray in whieh the unf,ir- 
tunato youth lost his life owed its wboio 
success for the Zulus to the fact of thq 
■Prince's party being taken by aurprlte. 
Ererybody ran away on the sudden at- 
tack of the savages, and it was owing to 
a liniken t'irtli that llie riiiire failed to 
make bis escape with the others. Tln-ro 
wero only live Zulus concerned In tho 
attack, and they all boIungiHl to one 
family— a father, his three sons and bis 
son-ln-iaw. Tliey stripped tho body ot 
their victim, leaving nothing behind 
but a gold locket auspended aronnd hia 
neck, and which the Zulus thought con- 
tained a ebarm. 

My informant told me that, for him, 
the most trying part of the wbulo busi- 
ness was tlie interview which the Km- 
press Ku;,'enie insisted upon having 
witb him after he rt'turnod from Eng- 
land.
